All .self-employed farmers, In- 
cluding all farm ^landlords who 
parti<lpate materially In the pro- 
duction on fheir farm, whose net' 
earnings for 1958 amounted to $400 
or more, are required to file re- 
turns and to |«iy the «H'lal .secur- 
ity tax due on their earnings.

A farmer may use the standard 
method of figuring net earnings 
b.y deducting all operating ex- 
penses, InclQdlng depreciation on 
all farm machinery, livestock, tile 
ditches, and farm buildings, from 
the total gross farm Income for 
the year.

For morning lighting you need 
one light for each 200 square feet 
of floor space In the laying house. 
For example, if the hoiise is ^.000 
•qtuire feet ip size. lo lights will 
be needed. For hoaws 20 feet wide, 
one light $^ould be hiiHalled for 
each 10 feet of length. For houaea 
30 to 40 feet Wide, two rows of 
lights should be Installed. Mmmt 
the lights not more than « feet 
aliuve the floor. Use fiO- watt lamp 
bullw In shallow done reflectors. 
These reflectors give a wide spread 
of light. If reflectors are not in- 
stalled, use 75-watt btUbs. 

Control of the lights is Import- 
ant. Hens should be given a 14*hour 
working day. This Is done bv turn- 
ing on the lights earlv In the morn- 
ing. The iiglits am be controUed 
with a manual switch or a time 
clock will automatically turn oi) 
the lights at the deslrecl time and 
turn them off after daylight. 

On cloudy days, it gets dark 
earlier than In clear weather, mak- 
ing it harder to provide the neces- 
sary 14 hours of lighting. Morning 
and evening iighUng will provide 
the -desired working dav, regardless 
of weather conditions. This method 
involves the use of lighting »>oth

valent amount of .5-10-10 or lQ-20-2> 
will encourage earlier grass growth. 

A soil teat will help ctetermlne 
the rate and analysis to use, and 
will also show whether or not the 
K«dl needs lifie. 



the hens to get on the perches lie 
fore the U.^fUts are lurne<l off. It 
can he <l(»ne by putting in aniHher 
lighting circuit with just half as 
many smaller llght»i as there a>v 
bright lights. Ten-watt bulbs should 
be Installed In these Jlght outlets.

With an all-night lighting svs- 
tem, the lights are turned on at 
dusk and turrted off at dawn. One 
light outlet is required for each 
200 square feet of floor al»ea— 4he 
same as for morning lighting.

When hogs are confineil in win- 
ter quarters the virus which 
cuiM's the di.seus' can spread 
r.ipidly through the air. 

To prevent an outbreak of swine 
influenza provid.; clean, dry, com- 
foi table sleeping (plarters without 
drafts. Keep the hogs away from 
old straw piles an<l dusty lots that 
]i;i\e been used by hogs for a long 
time. The swine influenza virus is 
curried by lungworm? which spend 
part of tlk'ir life cycle on worms, 
and earthworms may he foufid In 
old strawstacks. Then too, the 
s!' avst.uks may iw damp and if 
liog> sleep around them the com- 
binittinn of chilly ni?»hts and /damp 
iM'ddlng might cause trouble. 

The initial sign of Influenza will 
probably be a strange-sounding 
cough, followed by loss of appetite 
and thumpy breathing. Kxcept for 



the i^collar mugh t^e game symp- 
lom« are noted in hog cholera and 
other diseases. So you should call 
a vettrinarian promptly to gel an 
accurate diagnosis. Each disease 
murt be treated in a different way. 

The important thing in tr^tlng 
8Wln^ InfluertM U to prevent the 
dlselwe frcMH developing Into pneu- 
monia. Keep the !§lefc animals quiet 
and Comfortable, in dry quarters, 
out Of draft«. They will need dry, 
deep ^Hiding, plenty of freiib clean 
water, and a light diet. If pneu- 
monia develops, then the veterin- 
arian win have to give special 
treatment. 

It Is important to get prompt 
veterinary diagnosis If shoats or 
hogs go off fee<J or show any signs 
of illness, especially If they have 
not been vaccinated for cholera. 
Illness may indicate an outbreak 
of inflnenza, but it also may be the 
first sign of more serious diseases.

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My Dear Mr. President: 



A few.dayg ago I was reading over Justice 
Frankfurfbr's opinion In the recent Little 
Rode case. Three sentences tn It tempt nw to 
wrlt^you this letter. 1 am a Northerner, hut 
1 have spe^t a large part of my life as a buHl- 
nesfl*executlve in the South. I have a law 
degree, bi^t I Im now engaged In historicaf 
writing.. F¥om this observation post I risk 
the {^resumption of a comment. - 

The sentences I wish to examine are 
thei^: "liocal customs, however hardened 
by time, are not decreed In heaven. Habits 
and feelings they engender may be counter- 
acted and mederated. Experience attests that 
such local habits and feelings will yield, 
gradually though this he, to law and educa- 
tion." 

• • • 

IT IS MY PERSONAL CONVICTION 
that the local ci^ms in this case were 
"hardened by thne" for a very good reason, 
and that while they may not, as Frankfurter 
.says, have been decreed In heaven, they 
came clcser to It than the current view of 
the Supreme Court. I waspartlcularly puz- 
zled by Frankfurter's remarking that "the 
Coiystitution Is hot the formulation of the 
merely liersonal views of the members of 
this court." Five minutes before th# court's 
desegregation decision, the Conatltutlon 
meant one tUng; Ave niUiutes later, (t meant 
something else. Only one thing intervened, 
namely, an expression of the (lersorv^l views 
of the members of the court. 

It is not my purpose to dispute the point 
with which the greater part of Frankfurter's 
opinion is concerned. The law must bex>b<»y- 
ed. But I think the original desegregation 
. declglon was wrong, that It ought to be re- 
versed, and that meanwhile every legal 
means should be found, not to disobey It but 
to avoid It. Falling Uilf, the sUuatton should- 
be corrected by constitutional amendment. 

• ti m 

1 CANNOT AGREE that this Is a matter 
Involving "a few states" as Frankfurter sug- 
gests. The picture In reality Is of a court, by 
one sudden edict, forcing upon the entire 
South a view, and a way of life, with which 
the great majority of the population are In 
complete disagreement. Although not from 
the legal, In fact from the. practical, stand- 
point the North, which does not have the 
problem, Is presuming to tell the South, 
which does have the problem, what to <lf». 

To me there Is a frightening arrogance In 
this performance. Neither the North, nor the 
court, has any body mandate Inherent in the 
trend of the times or the progress of liberal- 
ism to reform society in the South, in the 
nutter of schnols, rights to e(]ual education' 
are inseparably hound up with rights to free- 
dom of association and, in the South at least, 
may require that both be considered slmul- 
taneouly. (In using the word "association" 
here, I mean the right to associate with 
whom you please, ami the right not to as- 
f«x*late with whom you please.) Morever, am 
I not correct In my recollection that It was 
the social stigma of segregation and it»4 
J effect upon ttie Negro's "mind and heart" to 
which the court objected as mqch as to any , 
other, and thus that the court. In forcing the 
black man's right to equal education was 
actually determined to violate the white 
man's rtght to freedom of association? 

• • • 

IN ANY CASE the crux of this Issue 
would seem obvious: social status has to be 
earned. Or. to put It another way. equality of 
association has to be mutually agreed to and 
mutually desired. It cannot be achieved by 
legal flat. Personally, I feel only affection for 
the Negro. But there are facts that have to 
. be faced. Any man with two eyes In his head 
can* oteerve a Negro^settlement in the Con- 
go, can study the puiv-blooded African In 
his native habitat as he exists when left i>n 
his own resouf^es, can compare this settle- 
ment with IjOndon or Paris, and can draw 
his own conclusions regarding relative levels 
of charKtor a^d intelligence — or that com- 



bination of character and Intelligence which 
is civillxation. Finally, he can inqulm as to 
the number of pure-blooded bljirk.«i who have 
ma<1e contributions to great literatore or 
engineering or nie<llclne or p^lkmo^hy or 
abstract science. (I do not include singing or 
athletics as these are not primarily wotter.*« 
of character and Intelllgfnce.) Nor Is there 
any \^lldlty to the ai-gument that ibf Negro 
"hasn't been given a chance." We were alt 
in caves or trees originally. The progress 
which the pure-bloochni black has made 
when left to himself, with a mlnlihum of 
white help or hindrance, genetically or 
otherwi.se, can be measured to<iay In the 
Congo, 

' Ijord Bryce, a <llstlngulshe<l and Impartial- 
foreign observer, presented the situation ac- 
curately In his .American fommntaweajlh 
when he wrote in 18M: 

"Histon' Is a recortl of the progi'ess 
towards civilization of races originally • 
barbarous. But that progress has in all 
cases l)een slow and gradual . . . Utterly 
dissimilar is the case of the African % 
Negm, caught up In and whirled at 
along with tl» swift nwveinent, of the 
American democi-aev. In it we have a 
singular jtixtaposltlon of the most primi- 
tive and the most recent, the most ru<l\- 
menitary and tbe mo«t lUf^ly devolopfdjiL ^ 
types of culture . . ' A l»o<ly of ,sava,','es 
is violently carried acros.s the ocean and 
set to work as slaves on the plaiitntlons 
of mastei-s who are three or four thous- 
and years In advance of tlicni In inent.il 
capacity and moral force . . . Sudtlf-nly. 
even more sinidenly than lht'> wert-iorn 
fpom Africa, they find tliem.selves, not 
only free, but' made full citizens and 
active members of the most papular 
governnient the world has seen, treated 
as fit to hear an e(|ual pari in ruling, not 
<inly themselves, hut also tlv'ir recent 
niawters." ' 

One does not tele,'«coj>e three or four 
thousand years Into the 78 years since Rrvce 
wrot<^. One may change the terms of the 
problem by mixed bree<llng, hut If over there 
was a matter that ought to be left to local 
option it would seem to be the decision as to 
when the mixture has produced an accept- 
able amalgan in the schools. Ami 1 see no 
reason for penalizing a locality that does not 
chmise to mix.. 

S WOULD EMPHATICALLY SUPPOnT 
improvement of education in Negro schools. 
If and whejf It is Inferior. Ktiuality of op- 
|K»rtunlty and equally before the law. when 
not .stralnefl to cover other situations, are 
a<{N'|>tal)le Ideals liecause they provide the 
chance, to earn and to protfress — ^and corf- 
sequentlv should hen enforced by legal flat 
as far as Is humanly |K)Hs|ble. Rut »iualitv of 
as-^oclatlnn, which desegregation In Southern 
schools involves, pre-suppc^es a status wJUch 
in the South the average Negro has not 
eamefl. To force It upon the Southern white 
will, I think, meet with as much opf>ositlon 
as the prohibition amemlment encountered 
in the wet states. 

Thoroughout this controvery there has 
lieen frerjucnt mention of the equality of 
man as^a broad social objective. No proposi- 
tion In recent years has been clouded by 
more loose thinking. Not many of us would 
care to enter a poetry contest with Keats. 
nor play cbess with national champion, nor 
set our character beside Albert Schweitzer's. 
When we see the doctrine o! equality con- 
tradicted e%'ery where around us in fact, it 
remains a mystery why so many of us con- 
tinue to glvQ U Up .service In theory, and 
why we tolerate the vicious notion that 
status In any field need not be earned.

PIN DOWN THE .MAN' who uses the word 
"efiuallty." and at once the evasions and 
qualifications begin. .As I recall, you, your- 
.self. in a recent statement used .some phrase 
to the effect that men weri' "e<|ual in the 



sight of God." I would be inter«ited to knoir 
where in the Bible yi|u ge^ yoiM" authority 
for ihU conception* Tl*?i« is douMleM au- 
thority in Scripture for the concept «p po> 
tential equality In the sight of IGod— after 
earning that status, ami with vat1«w»tur< 
ther (|uallflcatl(»ns — but where Is the author- 
ity for the sort of iptm facto equality sug- 
gest«*d by your convxt? The whole Idea con« 
Iradirts tbe basic tenet of the Christian and 
Jewish religions that status Is earned 
through righteousnes and is not ah autmna- , 
tic matter. What Is true of rel^ion and 
rlghteou.snesfi in just as true of achievement 
In other fields. AmUwh^t is true among In- 
dividuals la just as true of averages among 
races. 

The confusion here is not unlike the con- 
fusion creat«l by some left-wing writers be- 
tween the doctrine of equality and the doc- 
t!-lne of Christian love. The command to love 
\.nu- neighbor Ls not'a command either to 
con.4ldef your neighbor your equal, or your- 
self his e<|ua]. perhaps the purest evample of 
gt'eat love without equality is the love be- 
tween parent and child. In fact the equality 
liactrtne as a whole, except when surround- 
ed tty a plethora of qualifications, Is so un- 
U'u ible that it falls to piecesat the slightest 
thoMghtfiil examination.

a (]uotatlon from Abraham Lincoln, to w^om 
the Negro ov^es more than to any other man.

III., in Septeml)er I9o8 In a 
debate with Douglas. Lincoln .said: 

"I am not, Aor ever have been. In 
-favor of bringing abotit In any way the 
social and political equality of the white 
and black races; I am not nor ever have 
lieen In favor of making voters or jurors 
of Negroes, nor qualifying them to hold 
office ... I will say in addition to this 
that there i,>s a physical difference lie- 
tween the white and black races which I 
lielieve ^ill ever forbid the two races 
living together on terms of social and jio- 

litical equality. And in as much as they , 

cannot so live, while they do remain to- 
gether, there must be the position of su- 
perior iioaition assigned to tne white 
race."'

The extent to which Lincoln would have 

modified these views today, or may have 

uuMllfkHl them iR'fore his death. Is a moot 

ipu'stion,, ||«| it la clear on its face that he 

would not have been i^ sympathy with the 

Supreme Court's position on desegregation. 

M.iny historians have felt that when Lincoln 

died the south lost the l>est friend it had. 

Tills also m:iy be moot, but again it seems 

clear that tw Hi years — from the horrors of 

.Rec«mstructUm through the Supreme Court's 

desegregation decision — the North has been 

trying to force the Mack man down the 

white Southerner's throat, and it is a miracle 

that relations between the races in the South 

have progi-esse<| as well as they have. 

• • • 

PERHAPS the mo.st di.scouraglng tpec- 
tacle is the spectacle of .Northern news- 
pa (wrs dwelling with pleasure upon the pre- 
dicament of the Southern parent who Is 
forced to choose lietween desegregation and 
no school at all for his child. It does not 
.scorn to occur to these papers that this is the 
cruelcst sort of blackmail; that the North 
Is virtually putting a pistol at the head of 
the Southern parent In a gesture whlt*» 
every Northerner must contemplate with 
shame. 

Indeetl, there now seems little doubt that 
the court's recent decision has set back the 
cau.se of the Negro In the South by a genera- 
tion. He may force his way Into white 
schools, but he will not force his way Into 
white fiearts nor ^rn'the respect he seeks.

Small grain cannot use either 
phosphate or potash when It • Is 
applied in the .'^prlng. There Ij^ 
•imply ndt enough time between 
application and harvest. Therefore, 
only an application of nitfofen is 
all that Is needed M tite spring. 
The ph(»tphate and potash rt»uld 
have been applied }Mt fail at seed- 
ing time. 

In spme cases farhiers may not 
have tta«d any fertilljer «t wloing 
time, so they think the plMMphate 
and pota.sh should be applied now. 
Tiie argument is that this will Im- 
prove the fertility of the land. 
Sure It will, but better returns will 
be received from that ferttUaer if 
applied at another time. 

Therefore, the only recotmtwn- 
dattons that I can malie is this. 
Use nitro^n only, in any form 
you desire, at the rata of % to «) 
pounds of pure nitrogen |^ acre. 
On average or better land, more 
than 40 pounds will eaust the 
grain to fall, however, an some 
very poor fields you ihay tieed to 
go as high as 50 pounds^, but this 
would be in a verv few caies. 



TIMR TO FKRTILIZR NOW 

During these dayjt of small prof- 
it margins, you farmers have to 
get high crop yields In order to 
receive a satisfactory Income from 
your farm. One of the best ways 
to insure this Is to do a good job 
of fertlUzation. 

Fertllljser still pays gpx»(1 divi- 
dends for the dollar spent, but we 
must use the right amount and 
the right analysis on specific 
crops. If we are going to get the 
most frotn the fertllizei- dollar the 
amount and analysis must ho fute<l 
to the crop. With this thought In 
mind I am giving the ftrtillzatlon 
reconunendations for those ^rops 
that need tq be fertilized now.

Net ttemm tmprovemtent Demon- 
stratlcma t&al we conducted last 
year, and Alva is mighty glad that 
he waa o^e of the demonstrators. 

Let's talk about Alva's «>rn crop, 
He planted a variety recommend- 
ed by Extension .Service; Southern 
Btates Pocahontas at the rate of 
ItMlOO stalks per acre. lO-lnches 
apart in ^Nnch rows. The corn 
was sprayed with 2,4-1) and cul- 
tivated t#ice. Up to h«« both 
fields Were tf^ted tlie same. Now 
for {he difference In tr«itment. 

On the demonstratkm field. 200 
bounds of 3-1M8 was broadcast 
befoi^# planting. At ptenting time 
he afipiied 2m pounds of 3-18-18 
(n the row. At the last cultivatlcH) 
he applied 350 pounds of Ammon- 
ium Nitrate ofr 115 pounds of pure 
nitrogen. This made a total of 128 
pounds of nitr<^n, 81 pounds of 
phosphate and 81 pounds of pot- 
ash, or 128-St-81. 

CM the other field l^ pounds of 
3-18-18 was applied In the tow at 
planting time plas 300 pounds of 
Ammonium Nitrate or 99 pounds 
of pure nitrogen. This made a total 
of 106 pounds of nitrogen, 43 
pounds of phosphate and 45 
poutjds of potash, or 106-45-4d. 

Now let's look at the cost and 
returns.

Q. Doea State law making bingo 
legal within Individual States make 
it possible to use the mails to ad- 
vertise bingo 80 long &s such ad- 
vertlaements go only within State 
borders? 

A. No. Changes in State laws do 
not affect the feileral statute i-e- 
stricting bingo. 

The p^tal liOtterv l..aw. Title 
18. Section ,10)2, United SUles 
Cotle, prohibits any mailing of lot- 
tery mat',er - and bingo is consider- 
ed a lottery - whether such mailing 
i.s a ticket/ payment or advertise- 
ment. 

It makes no difference that such 
mailing Ik confined within the bor- 
ders of the State where auch lot- 
tery may be legalized. 
-Q. Does the restrJetlon against 
lottery "advertisements" apply 
only to newspaper advertisements? 

A. No. The restriction appWfe* 
equally to magazines and periodi- 
cals which go through the United 
.States malls, as well a^ to any 
fortn of notice advefttiaing a lottery 
sent through the malls by Indivld- 
uiais 1^ or^lzat^ns. , 

Q. One does not Hh^ink of bingo 
as being in tlie satm category as 
the big lotteries such as the Irish 
Sweepstake,s. Why is bingo coii- 
sldered a "lottery?" 

A. The law says it is aJottery. 
Under federal court decision!!, the 
classic IndenUflcaUons of a lottery 
are "consideration, chtnbe and 
prize." There I.h consideration in 
Wic form of the fte .paid to play;

Security, is more than the statu- 
tory limits, tl» payment of tA 
pension is barred. 

Social Security benefit*, like 
those from an/ other retireinent 
or annuity plan, are not consid- 
ered Income for VA pension pur- 
poses until the full amount of the 
retired person's persona! contrl- 
iMitipn.s has been paid back to him. 
However, in littte /more tMn a 
year the retired worker usually 
gets back in his monthly checks 
as, much as he personally put into 
Social Security.

The onions do not 
like thiK extenstoM ov^r the Kenne- 
dy bill ind will d)>t)OKe it with, 
cveivlhlnft they have Andrew Ble- 
ntiUer, Jjl^UlitiVe dtreetbr pf the 
AFLCIO, In a statement to the 
ipeiiWMy fi^lidr subcommittee, said 
tn&t the Administration bill is 
"complicated, cortfusing and self- 
defeailn^" 

It has h*n reported that Secret- 
ary Mitchell will not make the 
itame fight thlM time that he did 



last vear in opposition U) the Ken 
nedy bill. ,Tt*at rte^rt is an exafe- 
gpjiitloh, The Secreisry has made 



it ri«at' that b« is wlIllRg to have 
one bill which deals with the In- 
ternal sffalrH of unions and a sec- 
ond bill which amends the T^ft- 
Manley Act, but he Insists that 
there mu.st be a fli-m commitment 
on the second measure. Most ob- 
aerves are of th© opinion that re- 
gardless of the (x^mltment. If the 
Kennedy bill is passed there will 
not !» further labor legislation. To 
these persons, therefora, it app^rs 
Important that the Kennedy bill 
not be approved. 

What, specifically, is lacking in 
even the Administration bill? 

Three major points may be men- 
tioned. 

1. Further legislation Is needed 
to {H^tect the rlgbts (tf an Individ- 
ual worker to join or not to join a 
uniM). This means the elimination 
of the closed shop in all Its forms, 
even" If an employer is willing td 
agreo to such a, provision in a con- 
tract. 

2. The phlloiwphy of the antl- 
tnist laws ihust be made applicable 
to labor unions. The purpose of this 
is to end the monopolistic practices 
now engaged In by unions and their 
leaders. 

3. There, should tte a provfsldn 
prohibiting the use of union dues 
tor political purposes and it should 
not be possible to get around the 
prohibition by calling the activity 
an educational progi*am, or some 
other tency term. 

One or more of these im*e points 
may Ije included in the bills of S<en- 
ator McClellan and Representative 
Banlcn. That remains to be seen. 
The danger Is that, unless the pu- 
blic make^ Its voice heard, the Ken- 
nady; bill , will be pa«!*d and that 
wjll be all the legislation on labor 
we get out of thfe Congress.
